WH. All and every perſon or perſons, which have received any 
of the aforeſaid ſum or ſums from any Treaſurers, 6r Receiver 
for publick uſe, by way of Impreſt, to be accompted for, not 
diſcharged as aforeſaid, ſhall be liable to accompr, and called 
to accompt,-in ſuch manner and form as if they had reccived the 
ſame out of His Majeſties Exchequer, or other publick Trea- 
ſury 3 particularly, thoſe perſons who have received or collefted 
the Revenues of any Churches, or Territories in Walcs, or in 
the County of Monmouth, fince 1648.

Provided, This A& not to extend to call any perſon to ac- 
compt, or queſtion any perſon for goods, or other things remain=- 
ing in his hands, which ſhall not be called to accompt on ſome 
intormation againſt him, either in the Exchequer, or Courts 
to be appointed as aforeſaid before the 24 of Func 1662. the ſaid 
Information to be proſeciitcd with efteR, within twelve moneths 
after the exhibiting thereof. |

in their offices, or places, for any thing concerning the ſaid 
Prizes, ſhall be chargeable ro his Majeſty for the premiſes in 
the Court of Admiralty, and in His Majeſties name, and to His 
Majeſties uſe, be ſued in the Court of, Admiralty, and cither 
called to accompr, or be ſued, or proſecuted there in due courſe, 
according to their reſpe&ive- caſes, for all and every the (aid 
Prizes, s, Moneys, and premilcs received, or had by them, 
and ſtill in arrear. And the Cour of Admiralty is authorized to 
proceed thereupon,according to the Laws & courle of the Court, 
and to do right and juſtice therein : and tro- give ſentences and 
final Decrees, as by the rules of Juſtice ought to be, and tolcvy 
all and every the ſum or ſums, and whatſoever ſhall be adjudged, 
or condemned according to the courſe of Executions in the 12id 
Court without any manner of let, hinderance, obſtruction, or 
impediment whatſoever. 

IT. That all ſuch Rights as(during the reign of your Majeſtics 
Father, or your Majeſties reign) ern, to the Lord Hi 
Admiral of England, or Lord Warden of the Cinque-Ports for 
the time being, and have been ſince the year 1648. uſurped, 
poſleſſed, or ſeiſed by any perſon, Body Politick or Corporate, 
and not having accompred for the ſame, to any Authority or 
pretended Authoricy, and not pardoned by the AQ of Oblivion;

ſaid A, nor any thing therein contained, ſhall take away any 
ordinary power or authority from the Arch-Biſhops, Biſhops, 
or other perſons named in the ſaid AR; but that they, and 
every of them exerciſing Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdi&tion, may exccute 
and exerciſe all manner of Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdition, and all 
Genſures appertaining to the ſame, in all cauſes and matters

2. If any perton, &c. whatſoever, after 25 September, 1641, 
ſhall weave, or cauſe to be woyen in Colcheſter, or the liberties 
thereof, any Bays called fifties, ſixties, cightyeights and 
hundred Bays, and not within two days after (uch weaving,cary 
them to the Dutch Hall called the Raw Hall, there to be _

ed, that it may appear, they are ſubſtantially wrought be» 
fore they ſhall be carried to be ſcoured and thicked 3 or if any 
Fuller, Thicker ſhall receive ſuck Bay to þe fulled or- thick- 
ed before it ſhall be txmped and marked in the ſaid Hall, for 
every ſuch offence, ſhall forfeit Forty ſhillings, te be levyed 
by diſtreſs and ſale of the offenders goods, And if ſuch Bays 
be made by an Engliſh Maſter-maker, the ſame to be paid to 
the Mayor of the Town for the benefit of the poor there 3 and 
if made by a Dutch Maſter, to be diſpoſed of by the Gover- 
nours of the Dutch Bay-Hall, for the benefit of the Dutch Con- 
gregation : the ſecond offence to. be 4 l. and for the third of- 
fence to be diſabled to work within the Town, or Libertics 
thereof. 

2. If any perſon, &c. ſhall buy any ſuch Bays, or carry 
them our of the ſaid Town of Colcheſter, before they have 


been viewed, ſurveyed, ſtamped, ſealed and meaſured as afore- 
ſaid, by the ſworn Officers of the Dutch Hall ; the Bay ſo 
brought or carried ſhall be confiſcated, one moyety to them that 
ſhall ſeize the ſame, the other to the poor of the Parifgwhere ir 
ſhall be ſeized. 

4. If any perſon, &'c. after 20, September, 1560, ſhall coun- 
terfeit any of the ſeals uſed by the Congregation of the ſaid 

t 


Dutch Bay-Hall, and not being an Officer there, by them ap- 
pointed, affix them to any ſuch Bays, &'c. whether counter- 
feited, or not counterfeited 3 for the firſt offence he ſhall for- 
feit and pay to the uſe of the ſaid Governour of the ſaid Dutch 
Hall, 2ol. to be recovered in any of the Kings Courts of Reyc- 
nue, or in the Town-Court of Colcheſter, by an Aftion of debt, 
Bill, Plaint, &'c. and for the ſecond offence being conviged , 
ſtand npon the Pillory the ſpace of an hour : and for the third 
oftence, being convicted, ſhall ſufter as a Fellonzand if any Bays 
be taken carrying or carried out of Colcheſter, without the Mark 
of the Maker, the ſame ſhsll be forfeited.

Whereas poor people are 
not reſtrained by reaſon of ſome defet in Law,from going from 
one Pariſh to another, and therefore do ſettle rhemſelyes in 
Pariſhes where there is beſt ſtock 3 and when they have con» 
ſumed it, then go to another, and at laſt become Rogues and 
Vagabonds, that it may be lawfull upon any complaint made by 
the Church-wardens, or Overſeers of the Poor of any Pariſh, 
ro any Juſtice of Peace within fourty dayes after ſuch perſons 
coming to ſettle in any Tenement under the yearly value of 10 /.
